MORE THAN 800 ARRESTS 
WADE DURING THE DAY 


Led by Mrs. Pankhurst, They’ 
Repeatedly Stormed the Po-| 


lice Cordon---Disheveled and 
Breathless, Women Would 
‘Retire to Have Places on Fir- 
ing Line Taken by Reserves. 


London, November 18.—The militant 
uffragettes reopened hostilities 
against the government today and 
marching 16,000 strong on the _par- 
llament building, gave the police a 
lively fight. The women, many of 
whom were placed under arrest, were 
led by Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst. 

The suffragettes had determined, if 
possible, to dodge the police cordon 
about the house of commons, and, 
reaching Premier Asquith, to insist 
upon the adoption of a woman suf- 
fragwe bill. The police, however, were 
too strongly entrenched, and the wom- 
en, who tried every means in their 
power to force the line, were thrown 
back. 

Repeatedly they retired 
and disheveled, only to 
places on the fighting line 
reserves, 

A large contingent of American blue 
jackets from the visiting fleet were 
ainused spectators to the struggle, and, 
lustily. cheering the combatants, in- 
cited them to fresh efforts. 

The fight continued, and the police 
were compelled to make wholesale ar- 
rests. At 4 o'clock 800 of the suffra- 
gettes and their supporters had been 
taken into custody.

Under the Platform. 


Expresses Opinion That State 
Executive Committee Has No 
Alternative but to Call Pri- 
mary on Senatorship---Many 
Assurances of Support. 


Senator Joseph M. Terrell was the 
recipient of countless congratulations 
and good wishes yesterday on !.s ap- 
pointment to the United States senate

The telephone in his office in the 
English-American building was con- 
stantly ringing, and friends from At- 
lanta and others from over the state 
who were in Atlanta, assured him of 
their good wishes.

Nurses Testify Against 
Millionaire’s Wife. 


Schenck at North Wheeling 
Hospital Rapidly Recovering 
From Arsenic Dose Alleged 
to Have Been Administered 
by Wife. 


Wheeling. W. Va., November 18.— 
Mrs. Laura Farnsworth Schenck, 
charged with administéring poison to 
her millionaire husband, John vW. 
Schenck, was indicted by the grand 
jury of Ohio county today. While no 
definite information is given out 
through the prosecuting attorney’, of- 
fice, it is learned that only nurses who 
have been employed by the Schenck 
family and Dr. Frank L. Hupp, upon 
whose findings Mrs. Schenck was. firs: 
arrested, were present to testify be- 
fore the grand jury. 

For the first time in the history ol 
the county the corridors of the county 
building were cleared while the grand 
jury was in session. Newspaper men 
were not exempt, and threats of jall 
for contempt of court were made if 
they ventured within the portals of the 
building. 

Strange Women Testify. 

The names of the witnesses had not 
been disclosed, and when two strangs 
women, heavily velled, rode up to the 
courthouse in an automobile they were 
taken at once to the jury room. It wes 
subsequently learned that they were 
nurses from the Haskins hospital. Dr. 
Haskins is a brother-in-law of John O. 
Schenck. 

Before the grand jury was sent oui 
to consider the case attorneys for Mrs. 
Schenck urged that a continuance pe 
granted because no preliminary hear- 
ing had been held. ; 

The court overruled the motion. 

During the hearing Mr. Schenck, who 
is at the North Wheeling hospital, re- 
covering from the effects of arsenic 
poisoning, was most anxious to learn 
the result of the jury’s findings. He 
had no comment to make when he 
learned of the indictment,

On his return to Atlanta yesterday

“The sentiment of the delegates 
present at the convention seemed al- 
most unanimous in favor of a change, 
and the sentiment of tlose delegates 
who came to Atlanta today on thelr 
return from the convention was equal- 
ly enthusiastic and united. 

“Judge FP. G. Lawson, president of 
the beard of trustees of Mercer, was 
made chairman of the committee and 
[ was named as the Atlanta member. 

“The committee will begin to can- 
vass the matter immediately. The 
sentiment, which was almost unani- 
mous in favor of removal at the con- 
vention, it is believed represents the 
sentiment throughout the state.

Oxygen Administered to 
Sinking Novelist. 


Astapova, Russia, November 18.— 
After having remained practically un- 
changed throughout the day, the con- 
dition of Count Leo Tolstoi took an 
unfavorable turn late this afternoon. 
Oxygen was administered to the pa- 
tient, who frequently lost conscious- 
ness. 

Great anxiety 
those at the bedside of the stricken 
novelist, but hopes have not 
abandoned for his ultimate recovery. 

Dr. Usoff, professor of internal dis- 
eases at Moscow university, and Dr. 
Tchurovsky, who treated Tolstoi for 
pronchtitis in the Crimea in 1901, have 
been urgently summoned to Astapova. 
At 7 o’clock this evening Tolstoi'’s 
temperature was 97.88, pulse 110 and 
respiration 36.

Again, overhearing a hushed 
consultauon regarding his hiccough, 
Tolstoi said: “It is not painful.” This 
morning he demanded that someone 
read to him disconnected sentences he 
had dictated while in a semi-delirious 
state last night. 

The holy synod is trying by al! .ave- 
nué@s to approach the bedside of Count 
Tolstol. Today it ordered an aged 
monk named Joseph, a- friend with 
whom Tolstoi conversed at the Optina 
monastery last week, to come to Asta- 
pova. His health, however, did not 
permit .f his making the journey, and 
therefore the abbot of Optina, accom- 
panied »y a monk, came in his stead. 

They were not permitted to enter 
the sick room, however. 

This morning Tolstot’s eldest daugh- 
ter, Tatina, was permitted to see her 
father for a few’ minutes.

Mexico City, November. 19.—-One 
hundred persons, including the chief 
of police, were killed and numbers in- 
jured in riots at Puebla today. accord- 
ing to the statements of passengers 
arriving here tonight from that city. 
The stories told by passengers are 
to the effect that the trouble began 
this morning when a number of po- 
licemen, headed by the chief, at- 
tempted to break up a meeting of anti- 
re-electionists which was being held 
in a large hail. As Chief of Police 
Miguel Cabrera and his men advanced 
toward the building, a door was open- 
ed by a woman, who shet and killed 
the chief. A fight then ensued be- 
tween the police and the occupants. 
Bemb Creates Terror. 
A bomb was thrown from 
the windows in the midst of the po- 
licemen and rurales, the latter hayv- 
ing been called to assist the city of- 
ficers. The bomb exploded. Killing 
twenty men. The other casualties oc- 
curred in the course of fighting which 
took place in the street. So far as 
known there were no Americans killed. 
The passengers further asserted that 
from. morning until the time they laf: 
Puebla in the afternoon, there was 
continuous rioting, and while the anti- 
re-electionists had been dislodged from 
the bullding, fears were entertainéd 
that the disorders were by no means 
at an.end.

While suspending our judgment re- 
garding the wisdom of extending the 
general parcels post system, we must 
recommend that certain flagrant incon- 
sistencies now existing be promptly 
removed. . 

At the present time parcels may be 
mailed from the United States to al- 
most all foreign countries at the rate 
i; of 12 cents a pound, whereas the 
‘charge is 16 cents a pound, 331-3 per 
lcent more for parcels sent by post 
, from one.part to another of this coun- 
try. In other words, it now costs more 
to mail a parcel to your next-door 
neighbor than it does to send it across 
the seas. 

Again, our present general parcels 
post system permits the sending of 
packages up to eleven pounds to most 
foreign countries, whereas at home we 
are limited to four. . 

These inequalities, 
against our local business, should be 
removed at the earliest date, as so 
strongly advised by former Postmaster 
General Meyer. 

There are about forty thousand rural 
delivery routes in the United States. 
A mail carrier passes over each of 
these routes daily. This carrier is 
prohibited by law from Gelivering any- 
thing but mail matter. The weight of 
parcels is limited to four pounds, upon 
which the rate is 1 cent per ounce, or 
64 cents for a four-pound package. 
This high charge and low limit of 
weight prevent millions of people who 
live along these rural routes from en- 
joying the full benefits of package 
service. 

Carriers do frequently serve the peo- 
ple by bringing parcels in violation of 
the law; but this is to a limited de- 
gree, and at high charge. It will be 
very easy to utilize the existing ma- 
chinery of the rural delivery routes 
for the greater benefit of the farming 
community and the country § store- 
keeper as well. 

To help counteract the present tend- 
ency toward leaving the farm and 
flocking to the large cities, this effort 
will be well worth the while. 


The Bennett Bill. 

There is a provision in the Bennetf 
bill which contemplates a reduction in 
rate and an increase in size of pack- 
ages permitted on rural routes, these 
changes to affect only such parcels as 
originate and are delivered on the same 
rural route. In other words, the inten- 
tion is to extend the advantages of 
the rural routes for the mutual] benefi« 
of those only whoreside within their 
boundaries. 

The farmer and the ‘town will thus 
be brought into closer touch; the for- 
mer will find a market for fruits and 
garden truck not otherwise available; 
the latter: will cultivate an additional 
output by being enabled to supply the 
farmer daily with many articles which, 
for lack of reasonable transportation 
facilities, he is now compelled to do 
| without. 

There are those who oppose any new 
development in rural parcels post de- 
livery because they fear that this will 
be an entering wedge to the extension 
of the géneral parcels post system.

A Parcels Post Made in Germany. 


The express strike in New York City 
has attracted attention to the desira- 
bility of parcels post and led Mayor 
Gaynor to wonder why our country did 
not have such a system as “every other 
civilized country” does. 

An interesting fact in connection 
with this discussion of the parcels post 
is pointed out in a recent issue of The 
Survey, which says: “Wagons bearing 
the legend ‘Parcel Agency for the Im- 
perial German Mail’ may be seen every 
day on the streets of New York. That 
is, the. German government offers in 
New York for the benefit of its citizens 
at home a service that our own gov- 
ernment will not render us. It is good 
evidence that John Wanamaker hit 
the nail on the head when he said some 
years ago that there are just four in- 
surmountable obstacles to the intro- 
duction of a parcels post system in the 
United States. These four obstacles are 
the American, Adams, United States 
and Wells-Fargo Express companies. 
Mr. Wanamaker’s opinion is quite 
widely shared. 

Since his retirement as postmaster 
general, the government has arranged 
by treaty for an exchange parcels post 
service With forty-three foreign coun- 
tries. As a result, a parcel may be 
mailed from Santa Fe to Smyrna, Dal- 
ny, Weil-Hai-Wei or Montevideo which 
cannot be posted to Dallas, Denver or 
New York. Parcels can be sent from 
Berlin to Brooklyn that cannot be sent 
from New York to Brooklyn.

“The Toll of tye Arctic Seas,” of 
course, gives the oft-repeated stories or 
the earlier explorers, but in a faszi- 
nating way. It unfolds the insptring 
tragedies of Barents, Bering, Hudson 
and Franklin, with a sest that makes 
them seem like mogern expeditions, yet 
bearing the tales of the: explorers 
themselves in their own words. 

It presents a thrilling narration of 
Dr. Kane and Dr. Hayes in the north; 
how Dr. Hayes and eight men voted 
to leave the brig and attempt to save 
i themselves by moving to the south; 
,how the Eskimos, who coveted their 
tee fo trailed them and refused 


to give food to the starving men, in 
the hopes that they soon would die 
' off; how Dr. Hayes inveigied them into 
, the hut for dinner, put laudanum into 
| the food, made the men unconscious, 
' stole their clothing, dogs and sledges, 
| piled ice-blocks on the hut and in the 
| entrance, and escaped back to the 
ship. 

It has a marvelous account narrated 
by Captain Tyson, of the Hall expedi- 
tion, who, with elghteen men, women 
and children, drifted for eight months 
on an ice-floe in the middle of Baffin 
bay; the captain's story tells how they 
built houses of ice-blocks to live in 
through the winter; how they ran out 
of food and for days had nothing but 
sealskin clothing to eat; how the chil- 
dren cried continually, a chronic hun- 
ger-whine, for food which he was un- 
able to give them; how the terrific 
storms split their floe under them; how, 
twice the ice cracked beneath their 
huts and their very breakfast fell 


through a breach into the sea, while 
they escape by a- narrow margin; how | 
the Eskimos feared the starving and 
rebellious seamen would kill them and 


their children for food; how the men 
stood up in a raging gale all night, 
holding the smal! boat on the floe, with 
the tumbling pieces of ice battering 
them black and blue; how they finally 
were saved without the loss of a single 
person after a drift of 1,300 miles. 


The Jeannette Expedition.

States Pleased With Atlanta 
Spirit -- Tells About Catholic

Archbishop Diomede Falconi, who 
transacts the business of the Cotholic 
church in the United States with the.

“Yes, this is my first visit to your 
magnificent city. While 1 have been 
here only a few hours, I have the his- 
tory of Atlanta, and what is called 
‘the Atlanta Spirit,’ talked into me 
by Bishop Keiley and Father Gunn 
i I am feeling the influence in my- 
self. 

“Through the kindness of one of 
your citizens, Mr. Payne, who put his 
motor car at my disposal, I have been 
able to see Atlanta from Buckhead to 
Fort McPherson. You have not only 
the second largest city of the south, 
but you have one of the most beautiful 
cities of the entire country. 

“TIT have seen the church on Peach- 
tree and Ivy, and if it is a sample of 
the older and larger church of the 
city, your Catholics are to be con- 
gratulated.

ADDRESS DELIVERED 
BY MRS, LONGSTREET 


Macon, Ga., November 18.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Helen D. Longstreet was wean, 
today at the ceremonies attending ex- 
slave day at the colored state fair. 
She talked to a large crowd of the 
old negroes and their friends. 

A large barbecue was tendered the 
ex-slaves on the grounds, and they 
were given a day of much pleasure, 
despite the weather. 

Mrs. Longstreet said in part: 

Mre. Longstreets Address. 

“Tl speak today not only to the col- 
ored race, but to the white men be- 
tween the two ocean., words they 
should heed, from a southern woman 
of the Anglo-Saxon race, holding Geor- 
gia not dearer than Massachusetts; but 
the high destinies of this great repub- 
lic, and every inch of soil the old 
flag protects, sacred as the ruddy drops 
about her heart. 

“In considering the race prob'em— 
that ever increasing surden upon the 
mational conscience—the white man’s 
responsibility looms large and larger. 

“Our race problems will never be set- 
tled in righeousness until the white 
men of this nation join hands as Chris- 
tians and patriots, worthy to enjoy the 
blessings and shape the destinies of 
this grandest republic of the earth; 
with no end to serve save the welfare 
of our great country, through the up- 
lift of that black brother whose keeper 
we are. 

“The white man should not longer 
seek to delude the negro with danger- 
ous dreams that may never be realized, 
while the Anglo-Saxon holds this conti- 
nent. He found here a wilderness and 
builded the greatest, freest republic the 
world has known. His antagonism for 
the negro on planes of social equality, 
or equality in the civic offices of this 
government, is deep seated as life; im- | 
planted by the Almighty. It is the old 
story—old as creation—of the survival 
of the fittest. In a land where white 
men continue in the majority, they 
are going to continue to govern. In 
our republic the negro can never hope 
for office-holding privileges of any 
censequence. He who telis you’ other- 
wise seeks but to delude for selfish 
ends.

Sheuld Be Rewarded, 


“The rewards that belong to worth 
and achievement should not be with- 
held because of color or previous con- 
dition. This is the language of patri- 
otism. It is the language of Christian- 
ity. No man worthy of the protection of 
the flag that shelters justice and gsym- 
bolizes freedom to all .he world may 
voice a different conviction. But how 
is the end to be accomplished in a land 
where two races exist saat in the prov- 
idence of God, willnever amalgamate? 

“IT believe that one step—perhaps. a 
short one—but still a step—in the di- 
rection of solving the problem, will be 
found in the settlement of towns and 
cities by the negro, in which he wii! 
own and control exclusively. Our vast 
western territory opens inviting fields 
for experiments along.this line; as well 
as the abandoned farms in the east and 
south. Small colonies might be estab- 
lished by the negro in our Pacific is- 
lan possessions. in the ages to be. 
may we not hope that the negro, up- 
lifted by our western civilization, shall 
journey back, to have an heroic part in 
civilizing and Christianizing the con- 
tinent from which the white man tore 
him?

“But whatever may be our conflict- 
ing views on the race question, there 
is one subject on which the American 
people doa e. In tribtue to the 
faithfulness of the slaves of the south- 
ern confederacy, all our hearts teat in 
unison. From ‘°61 to ‘65. while the:r 
masters were fighting that war, tne re- 
sults of which would icave them in 
shackles or make all men free, they 
guarded the homes of the southern con- 
federacy with a fidelity that the pen of

New York. November 18.—R. G. Dun
